EFFECT OF DAM ON INDIANS 
The Erie Sunday paper carried a 
full page feature on the Kinzua dam, 
the basic theme of which was that 
the Indians had lost another war and 
were about to be driven off of 9,000 
acres of land. It didn’t mention that 
there are over thirty thousand acres 
involved, and that even the nine 
thousand will be flooded omy in 
extreme cases. 
Actually, about a third of this 
nine thousand will be covered with 
water. No buildings will be allowed 
on any of this portion, but most of 
it will be available for agriculture 
and grazing, and should be made 
richer for the occasional flooding. 
In addition the remaining land will 
be in an enviable position. So much 
so that we a r e sure private interests 


would grab it in a hurry if such a 
procedure were allowed. But the 
Indians are protected from such a 
maneuver. 
The small sacrifice the Indians 
are about to make does not involve 
moving thousands of them from their 
homesteads and denying them a fu­ 
ture. There is little or no sacrifice. 
Instead there is a step toward poten­ 
tial prosperity if they use their ad­ 
vantage wisely. 
The plans call fora summer stor­ 
age pool that will cover 3,667 acres 
of the reservation. The other 5,347 
acres involved would be used only 
occasionally fo r temporary im­ 
poundment of floods. Because the 
reservation acreage is 30,469, only 
12 per cent of this will be subject to 
protracted flooding. 
The E rie paper left the impression 
that over 4,000 Indians were about to 
lose their homes. According to the 
Legislative Manual of New York 
State there were only 1131 Indians 
in the entire area in 1956. This is a 
long way from 4,000 and of course 
a comparatively small percentage of

the 1131 would be involved in the 
easement area where habitation will 
be denied, and those moved will be 
compensated for their trouble and 
paid for their property. 
Actually the Indians will not lose 
their ownership of the land. It will 
remain in the possession of the Sen­ 
eca Nation because the government 
is asking for a flowage easement. It 
allows them to use the land for any­ 
thing except buildings. 
They would continue to have the 
use of the land for some types of 
agriculture, fishing, and hunting. 
And that fishing and hunting angle 
can be used to their own private 
advantage or they can commercial­ 
ize their favored position on the lake. 
Such rights already have been 
granted by the Seneca Nation. It has 
granted land to Salamanca as a site 
for the city; to the Pennsylvania and 
Erie railroads for rail lines; to pub­ 
lic agencies for highways; to public 
utilities for electric and telephone 
lines; to industries for pipe lines; 
to private interests for farms and 
buildings; and to oil and gas inter­ 
ests for leaseholds. 
It narrows down to this. The pub­ 
lic needs a flowage easement. It 
will permanently use only 3,66/ 
acres of the 30,469. Another 5,347 
acres will be used part of the time 
when heavy flood water must be 
controlled. Any habitations in this 
involved area must be moved, for 
which the Indians would receive just 
compensation for the acquisition and 
reasonable costs for the resettle­ 
ment of persons and property. 
Only a part of the approximately 
1200 residents would be directly 
involved, and all of them will be in 
favored position to enjoy an ex­ 
pected new prosperity that always 
follows the creation of such facili­ 
ties.

NO WAGE TAX VOTE. Eleven 
m em bers 
of 
W arren 
Borough 
Council gathered last night on re­ 
quest of the finance committee and 
expressed a unanimous opinion that 
the earned income tax ordinance not 
be 
proposed 
for 
adoption. 


The session was called to con­ 
sider the details of the tax ordi­ 
nance proposed for adoption at the 
Dec. 14 meeting. 


It was apparent in the session 
that a question was in the air as 
how the tax would be adm inistered 
The council and finance commit­ 
tee, generally, seemed to feel that 
th e 
ordinance as presented by 
the solicitor was too costly. In view 
of the apparent excessive collection 
costs, the town fathers agreed not 
to vote on the issue at this time. 


MAY SAVE PUBLIC FUNDS. The 
Warren County Com m issioners this 
month asked for bids for bonds to 
cover county office holders and as 
a result may save about $1900 of 
the taxpayers* money compared to 
costs four years ago. 
By law, county officers handling 
monies must be bonded by a com­ 
pany of their own choice. The cost, 
however, is paid by the county. 
In 1956 approximately $3400 was 
paid out, but if all incoming and 
re-elected officers who take the oath 
the first of January accept the low 
bid received by the com m issioners 
there will be just short of a two 
thousand dollar savings. 
The lowest bid was from P.T.F., 
$1542.20. 
The highest was from 
American Casual, $2734.54. In all, 
eight bids were received 


Trees and Toothpicks 


When the H arrisburg dinor pushes 
back his chair and let’s forth a mild 
groan of happiness following the 
Christm as meal he has consumed 
his next thought may be of a tooth­ 
pick. Having thus fulfilled hi stable- 
side demands, a walk to aid diges­ 
tion may be in order, and he even 
may still have that bit of a pick 
in use when he strolls by a 77-foot 
hemlock which has been erected on 
the capitol steps. 
lf he tosses the beaten up tooth- 
cleanser at the foot of the tree it 
will seem a bit minute and a poor 
tiling by comparison. This may seem 
even more emphatically so when it 
is 
learned that over 
2,500,000 
Christm as trees are used in Penn­ 
sylvania, and almost half of them 
are grown in this state. Most of 
the rest come from New England 
But 
do not underestimate the 
toothpick. Six tim es as many trees 
are cut annually for toothpicks as 
are cut for Christm as trees! The 
smile that goes with m erry Christ­ 
mas thus is lent a whiter gleam. 
The hemlock is the official state 
tree, and has been so since 1931 
when it was given this designation 
because of its prominent pan in 
the state’s history. Pennsylvania 
led the nation in lumbering from 
1860 to 1870, and at the center of 
the boom were the forests of hem­ 
lock and pine. 
Eighty per cent of the Christ­ 
mas trees grown in our state are 
Scotch pine. The rest are mostly 
spruce and red pine. There are 
some white pine} douglas fir, Aus­ 
trian pine and balsam. 
The toothpick comparison is used 
to convince you that the annual raid 
on the nurseries makes a small 
dent on the supply, being exceeded 
even by the demand for the after- 
linner tool. 
We now will 
hear about tree 
safety, and it is worth serious con­ 
sideration. The best step is to 
keep the tree in water after cutting 
the base diagonally. Keep it away 
from hot spots and don’t use candles. 
Also check your electric decora­ 
tions. 
Make it a safe as well as 
a m erry one.

THE BLAST AND WAILING of 
sirens Monday evening between 6 
and 8 p.m. will m ark a state-wide 
Civil Defense D rill. During this 
period local sirens will sound three 
tim es. 
The first signal will be the long, 
steady “ A lert” signal which means 
listen for emergency instructions. 
Under attack conditions, these in­ 
structions are publicly broadcast 
by all radio stations which are op­ 
erating either on their regular fre ­ 
quencies or on establishedConelrad 
emergency 
frequencies, 640 and 
1240 on your radio dial. 
The second siren will be the wail­ 
ing, or w arbling, “ Take Cover” 
signal. This means seek shelter 
immediately. Under attack condi­ 
tions this signal brings all normal 
activities to a halt. 
The public itself will not have to 
participate in Monday’s drill, but is 
urged to listen to the signals and 
know their meaning. It has been 
stated by a local CD official that 
upon hearing the “ A lert” signal, a 
person should be ready to ready 
himself in one-half an hour to be 
under cover for seven days. 
The third siren will be a repeat 
sounding of the first, o r the “ A lert” 
and will announce the all-clear.

Democrats May Gain 
A Fresh, Young Look

WASHINGTON. — D e m o c r a t i c 
National Chairman Paul Butler has 
succeeded in bringing into the Dem­ 
ocratic Advisory Council, either in 
person or by proxy, every Presiden­ 
tial candidate and powerful party 
interest, including the South, except 
the Congressional leaders, Speaker 
Sam Rayburn and Senator Lyndon 
Johnson. 
This will be seen next week end in 
New York City where sessions of 
the council are being coordinated 
with a giant fund-raising dinner in 
lonor of M rs. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. Numerous social occasions 
may cloak but cannot conceal the 
struggle for power which Butler so 
far is winning hands down. 
His success is basically due to 
his popularity with the state and 
local organizations, which have been 
winning so many rem arkable victor 
ies. T heir leaders are vigorous and 
ambitious; they hope to rise higher 
and shine even m ore brightly in a 
Democratic national administration. 
They are not hostile to the Dem­ 
ocratic Congress and its Texas 
leaders; they like Rayburn and ad­ 
m ire Johnson. But they discern no 
dividends from their control of Con­ 
gress; their eyes are fixed on the 
White House. Hence the big New York 
Sara de from which the Speaker and 
Johnson will be noticeably missing. 
Both were invited at the start to 
loin the council and refused. At the 
time they did not feel it could in any 
way minimize their own importance, 
as indeed it does not from the stand­ 
point of legislation. That it could de­ 
velop as alm ost to isolate them from 
strictly party affairs did not seem 
possible at the time, but this is the 
present effect. 
By now it is clear, however, that 
Butler is a tough custom er. He has 
survived staggering money troubles 
and public scoldings from form er 
President Truman, an admitted ex­ 
pert in that department. Every na­ 
tional committee meeting produces 
some kind of challenge to his author­ 
ity, but somewhere along the line it 
gets lost. 
It is true that circum stances have 
operated to magnify his pow ers.The 
broken field of Presidential candi­ 
dates, in which no one seems to be 
able to draw ahead of the others, has 
kept the party leaders from forming 
hard and fast alliances for any pur­ 
poses. With no one able to name the 
next king, the courtiers are excep­ 
tionally polite to each other and ev­ 
erybody else. 
Butler’s determination to attach a 
young and forward look to the con­ 
vention next sum m er was greatly 
aided by the Johnson candidacy. It 
meant that Speaker Rayburn, eager 
to advance his fellow-Texan, dis­ 
qualified 
him self as 
permanent 
chairman of the convention. The 
Speaker has told intimates he does 
not now want the job. 
Rep. John McCormack of M assa­ 
chusetts, Rayburn’s second man in 
the House and long chairman of the 
convention platform committee, has 
already quietly told Butler that he, 
too, will bow out next year. This 
leaves the chairman free to hunt for 
precisely those key convention fig­ 
ures who will im part the aura he 
seeks to achieve. 
To find them, and a keynoter of 
the same stripe, is not easy. The 
Senate, the House and the governors 
should be represented, the geo­ 
graphical and ideological aspects 
are important and ideally no favo­ 
rites should be played with respect 
to any candidate. The last is es­ 
pecially difficult where there are 
so many candidates. 
Butler and his advisers find them ­ 
selves inevitably directed toward 
the sm aller states as they pursue 
their search. For example, Sena­ 
tors Edmund Muskie of Maine and 
Frank Church of Idaho are on prac­ 
tically everybody’s list. But this 
year even sm aller state governors 
entertain national ambitions. 
Butler is often told, by Truman 
among others, that he ought to

WASHINGTON. — Having travel­ 
ed m ore than 100,000 m iles in 20 
stater, eaten 1 7 3 lunches and dinners 
consisting of creamed chicken and 
green peas, speaking almost contin­ 
uously for three months to public 
audiences, groups of politicos or at 
press conferences, Senator John F. 
Kennedy is concluding this week the 
first phase of his Presidential cam ­ 
paign. 
Shortly after the first of the year 
he will make a f o r m a l announcement 
of his candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination. It will come as a su r­ 
prise to practically no one, since 
the Senator’s intentions have been 
evident for at least a year and 
Jialf. 
Kennedy’s managers profess to be 
m ore than pleased with the results 
of his intensive tour. They point to 
press reports of enthusiasm and in­ 
terest shown almost everywhere. 
And, above all, they cite Kennedy's 
rating in the polls, sustained at 
around 26 or 27 percent, while his 
rivals, Senators Hubert Humphrey 
and Stuart Symington, have not mov­ 
ed out of the basement in spite of 
their own strenuous campaigning. 
But nevertheless there is within 
the Kennedy camp an uneasy con­ 
cern over the next phase. The front 
runner who has pushed his luck so 
hard can expect a banana peel some­ 
where. The opposition will concen­ 
trate on trying to threw him and a 
bad break could have sudden and p er­ 
haps disastrous consequences. 
Some observers are saying that 
the birth-control issue, as raised 
by the D raper Report and the state­ 
ment of the Roman Catholic bishops 
in opposition to government support 
for efforts to damp down the popu­ 
lation explosion by artificial birth 
prevention, 
has 
hurt Kennedy s 
chances. In an interview with James 
Reston of The New York Times, 
Kennedy, a Catholic, said bethought 
it would be a mistake for the United 
States to further such efforts in un­ 
derdeveloped countries. 
The report of a White House com­ 
m ittee surveying foreign aid sug­ 
gested that in many countries the 
population increase was outrunning 
the growth in production of food and 
fibers. Therefore, it was implied, 
without some restraint imposed on 
the zooming population conditions 
would get steadily worse rather than 
better, 
and foreign aid would be 
wasted. The question raised was 
whether the United States could, on 
request of a country receiving for­ 
eign aid, supply help in the attempt 
to hold down the birth rate. 
Kennedy 
believes the question 
should be submitted not only to can­ 
didates who happen to be Catholics 
but to all Presidential aspirants. 
Those to whom it has been put have 
either taken evasive action or have 
come outwith masterful on-the-one- 
hand and on-the-other-hand state­ 
m ents. 
The Senator’s managers insist 
that birth control will not be an is ­ 
sue; that it has never been an issue 
on the national level, and it is most 
unlikely to be brought into the cam ­ 
paign by way of the connection with 
foreign aid. This is true insofar as 
public discussion is concerned. 
But the question is likely to re ­ 
main what the strategists call a 
sleeper - an area of doubt and un­ 
certainty just below the surface of 
public debate. It raises a relation­ 
ship that gives the Democrats, who 
have not forgotten the submerged 
prejudices of the Al Smith campaign,

access to Kennedy files and he is 
considered pro-Kennedy in Massa­ 
chusetts politics. 
Nevertheless, Kennedy and his 
managers are distinctly unhappy 
over the m anuscript. They would 
like to make it, in their own phrase, 
“ m ore accurate.” Outsiders who 
have seen it fell that Bums has done 
a remarkably objective Job which 
should, on balance, benefit the Sen­ 
ato r’s candidacy. 
With generous resources of mon­ 
ey, supplied largely by his family, 
Kennedy will early In 1960 enter the 
second phase of his campaign, His 
intention is to go into Presidential 
prim aries in at least six, and per­ 
haps IO, states. The states where he 
is uncertain are, as of now. Ohio, 
Wisconsin and California. 
This will mean an even more in­ 
tensive and gruelling stretch than 
the candidate is now winding up. 
Next May he will be 43 years old. 
There are doubters who feel that he 
is too young and he looks even young­ 
e r than his age. 
But, as Kennedy himself has ob­ 
served, if the successful candidate 
must survive this kind of marathon 
ihe will have to be young.

But it is tomorrow and it already 
is used by some newspapers. They 
can make up a page and telegraph 
the entire sheet to another com­ 
munity where they have paper. The 
page is duplicated exactly like the 
original and is ready to be used by 
a method such as is utilized by your 
Observer. 
Comics, national columnists, and 
other features soon will be available 
to papers that can use such copy. In 
fact, entire pages of features will be 
made up and sent by facsim ile. The 
receiving paper will photograph the 
copy directly onto a plate and go to 
press. 
The Observer already is fully 
equipped to handle this service with 
the addition o f o n e machine. A m orn­ 
ing paper would be easily provided 
with such modem methods.

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BOOKS OF T H E F U T U R E 
Those who are interested in the 
new books that soon w ill be av a il­ 
able should find much to keep them 
busy during early 1960. The quality 
of the books we can not determine, 
but there are some promising titles. 
A first edition of W alt Whitman’s 
“ Leaves of Grass*’ should be a r ­ 
riving this month. Feeling that this

has been published in its original 
form and sounds like a must for 
students and those who prefer poet­ 
ry.

independent political reporter, now 
with Mutual Broadcasting, anda por­ 
tion of the book already has appear­ 
ed in The New Republic.

If you like adventure, winter’s 
long trek can be eased in February 
by “ A Tw ist of Sand” , written by 
Geoffrey Jenkins, and centered on 
the South African coast. 


And if your experience of sur­ 
viving the winter offers you some 
sympathy for the lasting powers of 
man perhaps you w ill get something 
out of “ The Story of E a rly Man” , 
3y H. E. L. M ellerish, which is 
oilman evolution to the end of the 
stone age. 


“ The Dandy” which covers the 
adventures 
of men’s styles from 
Brum m ell to Beerbohm and is w rit­ 
ten by Ellen Moers w ill come forth 
in February. It starts with exper­ 
iences of Beau Brum m ell and takes 
you through such lives as Beerbohm, 
Comte d’Orsay, Dickens, and O scar 
Wilde, a strange combination of his­ 
torical figures, and offering delight­ 
ful possibilities. 
(All of the above are Viking Books.) 


We suggest you have a look at “ The 
Gospel According to Thomas” , if you 
have 
a friend who likes to read 
theology. This book is based on the 
thirteen papyrus volumes discover­ 


ed in 1945 in upper Egypt, and are 
believed to consist of sayings as­ 
cribed to Jesus as quoted by the 
Apostle Thomas. 
The book is novel in that it offers 
you an opportunity to be a scholar 
and researcher on your own. The 
facing pages are printed so that the 
original text is on the left and the 
translation is on the right. E ve ry 
line of the original is reproduced 
and Greek variants are supplied as 
indicated. 
New parables and shorter sayings 
of Jesus make the discovery of these 
volumes of great importance. You 
may 
read, 
study, and decide for 
yourself. 


Bringing Zen and psychoanalysis 
together on a common ground of in­ 
vestigation w ill be the effort of a 
book due for February. A leading 
authority on Zen, D. T. Suzuki, gives 
the aims of Zen as an approach to 
iuman 
problems, 
and Dr. E ric h 
From m , widely read psychoanalyst, 
discusses the relationship between 
his approach and religion. Richard 
de Martino attempts a synthesis of 
both. Name of the volume w ill be 
Zen Buddhism and Psychoanaly­ 
sis” . 


Another book with political influ­ 
ence will be “ The Enemy W ithin” , 
by Robert F. Kennedy, who was the 
counsel for the Senate select com­ 
mittee on im proper activities in the 
labor management field. It is a Ja n ­ 
uary book. 
These last three are Harper books, 
and in addition there are many fas­ 
cinating titles, such as “ Literature 
and Western M an” by J. B. P rie s t­ 
ley, a five-volume production en­ 
compassing five centuries of west­ 
ern man and his literature. There 
will be “ The Story of George Rom­ 
ney” , Barnett’s “ Communist China 


and A sia” , General T aylo r’s “ The 
Uncertain Trum pet” which offers 
proposed corrections to eliminate 
our m ilitary deficiencies, and the 
first publication in Am erica of Joyce 
C a ry ’s “ C harley is my darling” . 
These involve only two publishers 
and we haven’t scratched the list 
they provide. There are over two 
dozen other publishers whose plans 
we will discuss with you in small 
part as the weeks roll by. Obvious­ 
ly, if you like new books, and freshly 
edited old ones, you can have them 
for the buying in the winter days 
ahead.

ments. Inquire before you retire. 
At the time you file for benefits 
you should bring with you: 
1. Your social security account 
number card. 
2. Proof of your age. A birth or 
baptismal certificate is the best 
proof of age. However certain other 
old documents or records are ac­ 
ceptable. Your social security office 
will give you specific information 
on what types of proofs are accept­ 
able and how they may be obtained. 
3. A copy of Form VV-2, "State­ 
ment of Wages Paid" for the pre­ 
ceding year. If you are self-employ­ 
ed, you should furnish a copy of your 
last year’s tax return, Form 1040 
and Schedule "C ” (or Schedule'*F** 
if a self-employed farmer) and proof 
of the social security tax payment 
for that year (cancelled check or a 
postal money order stub). 
It’s important too that you know 
what you have earned in employment 
or self-employment in the year you 
apply for your payments. For ex­ 
ample, if you should retire the end 
of June, 1960, and then apply for 
benefits in the same year, you 
should be prepared to give an es­ 
timate of your total earnings for 
1960 (January through June). 
Never delay in contacting your 
social security office if you do not 
have any of these records of proofs 
available — this could mean loss of 
benefits to you and your family. 
Almost every worker attaining re­ 
tirement age becomes eligible to 
old-age insurance benefits upon his 
retirement. The latest amendments 
to the social security law, signed by 
the President on August 28, 1958, 
provided higher monthly benefits to 
you when you retire and increased 
allowable wages while drawing so­ 
cial security checks. 
You will prevent any possible loss 
of payments — you will avoid delay 
in getting your first check — you will 
know exactly how social security will 
fit into your retirement plans — 
when you inquire before you retire!

During the 
quiz mania, Circle Theater was up 
against "$64,000 Question" and it 
got slaughtered in the ratings but 
Armstrong kept it on anyway: "Why 
did we have Circle Theater and why 
did we keep it? Well, we believe the 
public wants something more than 
just escape, something that sticks to 
the ribs, something that demands 
something of yo^i. There s such a 
plethora of cowboys and Indians and 
private eyes. People buy a floor 
(which is what Armstrong sells) 
every eight years or so. It’s a con­ 
sidered purchase. They have to form 
a favorable impression of a com­ 
pany. One good impression is worth 
more than ten weak or bad ones. We 
think our programs leave a good im­ 
pression. They provoke thought. We 
get mediocre ratings as ratings g o - 
tw enty-two to twenty-five — but 
we’re satisfied."

This is very unusual talk from a 
sponsor but Banzhaf is an independ­ 
ent thinker as sponsors go. "You 
can no longer distinguish the farmer 
from the banker," he’ll tell you, 
•"when you see him walking down 
Fifth Avenue. This is quite a sophis­ 
ticated world we live in. The entire 
population- isn’t avant garde but

they’re certainly not morons. Now 
if an artist comes out with something 
the public doesn’t like, he says the 
public is uneducated. I don’t think 
the artist should be the absolute 
judge of what the public gets any 
more than I think the sponsors or 
the networks should be the absolute 
judge. 
"You want to know how we look at 
it? F irst of all, television is not an 
art form which any artist can use to 
satisfy his own desires. In other 
mediums, the person has the right 
of choice. He can choose what he 
will or will not see. But television 
intrudes into the home. People can’t 
monitor the sets for their kids; there 
isn’t time. And even if there were, 
what can you do about an offensive 
show? The damage has already been 
done. So you can’t just allow the a rt­ 
ist to satisfy his own desires/" 


* * * 
Banzhaf says that as a sponsor he 
makes a few changes in the script 
to see that it doesn’t offend. It’s 
hard to pin him down on what does 
or does not offend—beyond the ad­ 
mission that he wouldn't put on 
"Death of a Salesman.” He feels 
networks still exercise an awful lot 
of control over programs. "How did 
we get where Weare? What happened 
to Firestone, Studio One? Sponsors 
are not to blame for that. They have 
great deal less to say about pro­ 
grams than they did once. Try to buy 
a program from them and see what 
you’re offered by the networks. 
Banzahf strongly opposes the gov­ 
ernment’s getting into the act, feel­ 
ing that would lead to more medioc­ 
rity rather than less. 
"The sponsor, the producer, the 
writers, the networks, will have to 
learn to live together. Fora sponsor 
to sit there like a Buddha and say 
‘Do this’ or ‘Don’t do that’ is sheer 
lunacy. Only stupid people would try 
to use the power of their purse. But 
as I think that is wrong, I also think 
it’s wrong for the artist to say ‘I 
own this! It’s mine and you sponsors 


should stay out of it.’
